WASHINGTON, D. C., April 21 


—The Federal Power commission 
will conduct a study and survey of 
public utility rates in Circleville 
during the present year, it was an- 
nounced today by Frank McNinch, 
chairman of me commission. 
The Commission in its investiga- 


tion will not attempt to pass on 
the fairness of the rates in Circle- 
ville, the chairman said, but all 
dates and information assembled 
will be made available to local and 
state authorities .to be used 
by 


them in any way they may wish. 
Similar studies will be 
made 


throughout the country. 
It will be approximately two 


weeks before the commission will 
know when it will begin its survey 
in Circleville. However, under a 
resolution passed by Congress pro- 
viding funds for the work the en- 
tire survey covering cities through- 
out tbe nation must be completed 
and a report submitted -to Con- 
gress when it convenes on January 
2 1935. Both privately and public- 
ly owned plants will be studied 
and':survejz«d,

not pass judgment on the fairness 
and accuracy of the local rates in 
Circleville and other cities where 
Chairman McNinch said, is because 
the Commission feels this phase of 
the matter is out of its jurisdic- 
tion and should be left to local 
utility commissions and other lo- 
cal regulatory bodies. 
The Commission, however, be- 


lieves that Circleville will get a 
grea.t deal of information from 
the survey that will aid In. hand- 
ling its local utility problems.

tentiary here today were withhold- 
ing from Harry 
Pierpont, one- 


time "trigger man" for the John 
Dillinger 
gang, two letters ad- 


dressed to him and containing a 
pamphlet of marked Bible quota- 
tions which easily 
could have a 


double-meaning. 


The marked Biblical passages, 


prison officials believe, might be 
an attempt on the part of the 
fugitive Dillinger to communicate 
with Pierpont, who now is held 
in the penitentiary awaiting exe- 
cution in the electric chair for the 
slaying of Sheriff Jess L. Sarber 
at Lima, O., last Oct. 12. 
Discovery of the suspected let- 


ters was made by prison attaches 
who peruse the voluminous mail 
received daily at the penitentiary 
for Pierpont and Charles Makley, 
another former Dillinger associate 
who also is under sentence to die 
in the electric chair next July 13.

of' the law. The law reveals sin and 
thus shuts the mouth of a self- 
righteous sinner (Itom. 3:10). The 
law curses instead of saves (Gal. 
3:10). 
The gospel was given to 


save men from the curse (Rom. 1: 
10, 17)., 


3. Christ's command (v. 21). Re- 


plying to Christ's citation of the 
commandments of the law the young 
man glibly asserted that he had 
kept thOAi all from his youth up.

4. The young man's decision (v.

Of 
course, this Is a harsh and often dlf- 
ncult measure, but accidents are all 
too frequent and the danger cannot 
be overstated. 
.Every dog bite should be suspected 


as Having in it tlio menace of H>'dr°- 
piiobia. 
The suspected dog should 


not be killed. Notify the health i\u- 
UiorMes who will take oarc of the 
dog-, keeping it under observation to 
determine whether or not it ts a vic- 
tim of rabies.

If the dog shows suspicious symp- 


toms or If special tests reveal the 
presence of rabies, the Pasteur treat- 
ment for the victim should be started 
at once. This method Is the only 
means of preventing the development 
of hydrophobia. It has saved thou- 
sands and thousands of lives. 


Unfortunately, many persons neg- 


lect dog bites, regarding them as un- 
important. They treat the wound 
with mild antiseptics and neslwi the 
proper attention. When this has oc- 
curred, the Pasteur treatment may 
be ineffective and the victim suc- 
cumbs to an ailment that could have 
been prevented. 


Hydrophobia has been known to 


mankind for many centuries. But it 
is only within the present century 
that man has been able successfully 
to combat the disease. Its occurrence 
today can in most Instances be traced 
to unnecessary negligence and carer 
lessnes?. It is hoped th«t more care- 
ful attention will be paid to this dis- 
ease so that it may be eradicated 
eventually.
